September 3rd and 4th - Ms Emin and Sir Paul have 
donated a world exclusive collectors’ item guitar es¬ 
timated to be worth thousands of pounds fora charity 
raffle. 

Organisers of the annual world record guitar bid 
event have been told by a leading London art collec¬ 
tor that the “Emin & McCartney” guitar could raise 
as much as £50,000 at auction - but instead the team 
is raffling it for just £1 a ticket, so that everybody has 
a fair chance of winning it. 

Already one local businessman has pledged to buy 
£ 1,000-worth of tickets in a bid to win the unique gui¬ 
tar, which will be much sought-after by art collectors.

LYME Regis school pupils made 
good use of the pirate ship in the 
Anning Road play area when they 
re-enacted the wreck of the Sea 
Venture. 

The ship was captained by former 
Lyme mayor, Admiral Sir George 
Somers, on the way to Jamestown 


in Virginia to provide food for the 
settlers.The shipwreck led to Admi¬ 
ral Somers colonising Bermuda for 
the crown and, 400 years later, the 
twinning of Lyme Regis with St 
George's, Bermuda, which is now 
celebrating its 20th anniversary.

Born and educated in Lyme Regis, Kelly 
has worked for 18 years in the property in¬ 
dustry and property law departments.

A member of the talented Street family, 
Kelly, a mother of two, is well known as one 
of the most popular stage performers in the 
locality, having received rave reviews in re¬ 
cent years for her musical theatre roles in 
Lyme Regis and Axminster, especially in the 
role of Evita. 


• THE property market is very volatile at the mo¬ 
ment, with a great amount of uncertainty after the 
EU referendum. Is there any evidence of this lo¬ 
cally and how do you think it will pan out in the 
future? 

There is often a lull in the property market where we 
see political changes. This change is of mammoth 
proportions but I am encouraged by the level of en¬ 
quiries and business following the referendum, it 
shows a determination by people not to bow down 
to the scaremongering. 

• WHAT do you think will give you the edge when 
potential sellers are looking for an estate agent to 
handle their property? 

Bags of experience, realistic fees and an ultra-per¬ 
sonable service. The whole package. I really do 
care. 

• WHY did you choose Axminster to base your 
business. 

It's an intriguing market; strong yet the prices are 
still reasonable. I have never understood this as it is 
such a conveniently located and quaint little market 
town with ever expanding industry... I feel Axmin¬ 
ster and the market there can only grow. 

I also have strong connections with the town hav¬ 
ing been involved in theatre there for nearly 20 
years. It's close to my heart. 

• YOU are a young mother and you have to 
spend a great deal of time in intense rehearsals for 
the leading roles for you play on the local stage. 
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How do you balance these with running a busi¬ 
ness again? 

I think temporarily the limelight will need to take a 
back seat. My priority is the business and, of course, 
my children but I work every hour to achieve great 
results in seemingly short periods of time. I am con¬ 
fident. 

• YOU come from a talented stage family with 
your cousin Luke having appeared on the West 
End stage. How old were you when your first ap¬ 
peared in a show? 

I was about five - I had a walk on part in a Lyme 
Panto. 

• YOUR portrayal of Evita at Lyme Regis two years 
ago was considered to be one of the most profes¬ 
sional seen on the local stage. If you could choose 
another favourite role to play, what would it be? 

I am incapable of having a favourite in anything so 
I always have a top five: Evita (done), Magnolia 
(Showboat - which I have also done), Nancy (Oliver), 
The Narrator (Joseph AHATCD) and Shelby (Steele 
Magnolias-the play). 

• IF you had to name the two great inspirations 
in your life, who would they be? 

It's a cliche but my children for sure. Oli has complex 
disabilities and has faced some pretty tough stuff. 
Madi is a feisty little character, beautiful, bright and 
deals with her brother's disabilities better than most 
adults would - better than I do, in fact. 

• IF you could invite three characters from history 
to share your dinner table, who would they be? 

Eva Peron (respect), Karen Carpenter (such talent - 
so tragic) and JFK (huge fascination). I wish I could 
chose my top five - aaggghhh! 

• IF you had to pass on one piece of advice to 
your children, what would it be? 

Be yourself confidently and passionately and never 
allow yourself to be anything else, no matter what 
the pressures.

Hix, who owns the Oyster & Fish Flouse restaurant 
in Lyme, is close friends with Ms Emin and has met 
Sir Paul at her parties, so he turned to his friends for 
help. 

“Tracey and Paul have really turned up trumps,” 
said Guitars On The Beach spokesman Geoff Baker. 

“She has created a stunning Tracey Emin original of 
a topless woman sunbathing on a beach and both she 
and Paul have signed it, making the guitar a much- 
prized work of art of which there is only one in the 
world. 

“It’s a unique collaboration by one of Britain’s top 
artists with the world’s biggest star in music. With a 
Beatle and Tracey coming together, one of the wags 
in our team has dubbed it the ‘Hey Nude’ guitar. 

“A private London art collector has informed us that 
if we put the guitar up for auction it could raise as 
much as £50,000. 

“But if we did that then only the rich could afford 
to bid for it. So, as Guitars On The Beach is all about

Plans submitted to 
convert pub into flats 



PALMERS Brewery 
have submitted plans 
to convert the former 
Angel Inn in Lyme 
Regis into staff accom¬ 
modation. 

The Bridport-based 
brewery announced it 
had submitted plans to 
West Dorset District 
Council last week for 
the conversion of the 
Mill Green pub, which 
has stood empty for some years. 

If approved, the pub will be con¬ 
verted into six bedroom suites and 
some living accommodation. The 
proposal will also involve the dem¬ 
olition of some of the outbuildings 
on the site including the skittle alley 
to provide for additional parking. 

When redeveloped, the rooms will 
be used for staff accommodation 
for the various other pubs owned 
by the brewery in Lyme Regis to sat¬ 
isfy a demand that is difficult to oth¬ 
erwise provide. 

Palmers also recently revealed 


plans to completely refurbish the 
Pilot Boat Inn in Lyme Regis, to in¬ 
clude a new restaurant and letting 
rooms, and is still preparing to go 
ahead with its £5million redevelop¬ 
ment of the former Three Cups 
Hotel in Broad Street, which has 
stood empty for almost 30 years, to 
be converted into retail units and 
apartments with a restaurant and 
letting rooms behind. 

The latest plans for the Angel Inn 
are expected to be available on 
West Dorset District Council's plan¬ 
ning website soon.

ONE of the most popular entertainers and fundraisers 
for many years at Lyme Regis Lifeboat Week, Jimmy 
Purvis, has died at the age of 91. 

Jimmy could be found every year on the Cart Road, 
close to Jane's Cafe, with his small accordion and col¬ 
lection bucket. 

Over the years, Lifeboat Week organisers estimate 
that Jimmy raised thousands of pounds for the RNLI 
charity. He had to give up playing and his last Lifeboat 
Week performances were in 2013. 

Jimmy was often accompanied by his wife, Jessie, 
who died last year. Some years ago his efforts were of¬ 
ficially recognised with an award from the RNLI. 

Jimmy and his wife followed their daughter and son 
in law, June and Mike Burke,and their grandchildren 
to the west country from Hertfordshire in 1990 and 
settled in Lyme Regis. 

Chairman of the local RNLI Guild, Irene Roper, said: 
"The crew and the Guild were deeply saddened to 
hear of Jimmy's passing. He was a truly lovely man and 
a committed volunteer, always cheerful and welcom¬ 
ing to everyone. 

"Lifeboat Week hasn't been the same without him, 
and we will remember him with affection for the joy 
he brought supporting the RNLI's pledge to save lives 
at sea."

LYME Splash, a new not-for-profit community or¬ 
ganisation, has launched the first Lyme Regis to 
Charmouth swimming challenge, to take place on 
Sunday, September 11th.

A much-loved 16th century village pub is set to open 
this weekend after being gutted by a fire last year. 

The Long family who own The Clock in Chideock 
will re-open its doors to the public 466 days after it 
was destroyed by a fire on Easter Monday in April last 
year. 

Mike Long and his family have moved back into 
their home and are looking forward to welcoming 
both old and new customers to celebrate the popular 
thatched pub being back up and running. 

They have organised a weekend of celebrations to 
mark the occasion after they officially cut the ribbon 
on Friday (July 15th) at 5pm. They will be there from 
around 3pm if anyone would like to go earlier. 

Free buffets will be supplied on Friday evening, Sat¬ 
urday lunchtime and evening and Sunday lunchtime 
and evening with live music from local band the Pick¬ 
wicks on Friday and John De Barra on Saturday from 
9pm. On Sunday there will also be a quiz at 7pm and 
possible live music. 

The Clock will not be offering their full menu until 
Monday, July 18th from 12noon. 

Throughout the weekend, beer prices will be the 
same as when they initially took over the pub in 2002, 
to replicate the initial launch. 

Mike said: “The support has been unbelievable, 
there is not really any words I can say - the support 


we have had financially, clothing, just words, is be¬ 
yond words and we will be eternally grateful.” 

It has taken just over a year for the family to get their 
beloved home back and the community their much¬ 
loved pub, but Mike admits there were times that he 
didn’t think it was possible. 

He said: “We had the ‘there is no way we are ever 
going to come back from this’, - for about a month or 
six weeks - where you look around and think it is not 
going to be rebuilt, then we had the joy of the insur¬ 
ance. 

“Once the builders started to come out and do quotes 
and all of them said between 28 weeks and 32 weeks 
to rebuild. I can’t get my head around that, it doesn’t 
make sense, you look at it and think 32 years not 32 
weeks, that was what it was like. 

“We started to have a bit of faith in what people were 
saying and sure enough we are on week 33. 

“With the hiccups we have had along the way I think 
it is tremendous, I cannot get my head around where 
we are today, what we have and how it looks. 

“We moved into the house last Friday (July 1st) and 
that was surreal to be back. We have walked around 
and lights switches and stuff are in different places, 
and you are going for stuff that isn’t there, a light 
switch or a door opens a different way and its really 
mad. And where we have coat hooks, things that

people take for granted, you walk out the door and grab your coat 
but your coat is not where you grab it from, so that is quite strange 
trying to get used to. 

“One side, which we hoped wouldn’t happen but it did, is where we 
go looking for things that we lost. When we were in the rented house, 
you are going to get stuff that is in a different place and its in a dif¬ 
ferent place because you are in a different environment, but now we 
are back home, we are going to get stuff, but its not there because we 
lost it, but because you are back in your room, you’re going for stuff. 

“I see it as a negative because it is starting to hit us what we have 
actually lost but it’s a positive as it must be that we are in familiar 
surroundings that we are going for stuff that’s not there. It must feel 
like we are home again. 

“It is great to be back in, honestly I don’t think I will be home per¬ 
sonally until I am back behind the bar. I am back in my house but I 
will be home when I step behind that bar and pull the first pint. I am 
really, really excited to be back, I can’t wait.” 

The pub is already nearly full up with darts and skittles teams before 
it has even reopened. 

Mike said: “We have gained three alley skittle teams and two extra 
dart teams. We are now full up for skittles, we have no room at all. 

“We do have room for a couple more darts teams, I hope to have a 
team in the Lyme Regis league as well as a team in the Beaminster 
league. 

“Friday nights I am full up, I have four teams in the Bridport league. 
Overall I think we are up to 31 teams this season, table skittles, alley 
skittles and darts. 

“If there are any new teams wishing to play Beaminster darts on a 
Wednesday, Lyme Regis darts on a Thursday, or table skittles on a 
Monday, we have spaces for any teams looking for a venue.”

THE EIRE 


The Clock burnt down in May last year as a result of a chimney fire, destroying 
the families home and belongings. 

The community immediately came together to show their support for the Long 
family, setting up the Save Our Clockhouse Campaign (SOCC) raising money, 
collecting clothing and any other things they may need. 

But then Mike and his family were hit with issues with their insurance policy, 
leaving them to find a shortfall of over £200,000. 

The pub was estimated to cost £521,000 to rebuild, they had cover for £554,869 
but in the insurers opinion it should have been insured for £1,339,000 and they 
were only 38 per cent insured and would only receive 38 per cent of the cover, 
which worked out at £210,000, a shortfall of £311,000. 

After a long battle with the insurers they received a sum in the region of 
£300,000. 

But the family have managed to rebuild their home and the community hub 
with the help and support of the community. 

Mike said: “I can’t wait for Friday, to walk behind that bar and say ‘what are 
you having?’ 

“Everyone has helped us get our home back and now I have to give them their 
pub back.”

Sculpture trail organiser John 
Calder said: "Possibly the damage 
to 'Hareman' two weekends ago 
was a prank that got out of control, 
but this was definitely a premedi¬ 
tated act of vandalism. 

"Somebody in the town is well- 
placed to spill the beans and report 
the sad case who feels good about 
this." 

Organisers and By The Bay have 
now offered a reward of £200 to 
anyone who can provide informa¬ 
tion on this incident leading to a 
conviction. 

Sculptor Adrian commented:"Obvi¬ 
ously I am disappointed. 'Love is in 
the Air' was a symbolic sculpture 
presenting a positive message of 
the possibility of romance and new 
relationships, and for it to be dam¬ 



aged through a pointless act of 
vandalism is disheartening, to say 
the least. 

"Outdoor artworks are always vul¬ 
nerable to vandalism, however, and 
I discussed this with John before ex¬ 
hibiting in the gardens. Although I 
am very unhappy about the dam¬ 
age - and it has significant financial 
consequences for me -1 am certain 
that I was right to proceed with 
contributing to the sculpture trail 
because art is what causes us to 
challenge our perceptions and 
makes our lives less ordinary. 

"I also hope that some good may 
come of this incident by highlight¬ 
ing the problem of fairly regular 
acts of mindless damage in Lyme 
Regis and, hopefully, by bringing 
them to an end."

It's time a permanent solution 
to traffic congestion was found 


■ HOW much longer before some¬ 
thing is done about the traffic conges¬ 
tion in Lyme Regis, particularly the 
coaches which are vital to the economy 
of the town, yet also cause chaos whilst 
dropping off the tourists? Must we wait 
until a fatal accident occurs? 

I was prompted to write this after 
viewing the situation on Wednesday at 
Cobb Gate. One coach was parked at 
the bus stop whilst another large one 
was parked immediately outside the 
Rock Point in line with the kerb. It was 
so large it projected over the road and 
was only a few inches away from the 
centre white line. 

As a result, all vehicles coming 
through the traffic lights from Church 
Street found themselves unable to pro¬ 
ceed into Broad Street unless drivers 
coming from the other direction woke 
up to the situation and stayed back by 
the hatched yellow box, thus leaving 
space for them to manoeuvre round the 
back of the coach. 

This, of course, did not always hap¬ 
pen and the traffic congestion was pre¬ 
dictable, particularly when the 
entrance/exit to the car park by Ford- 
ham’s inevitably became blocked. 

To add to the chaos a kamikaze 
driver, becoming aware of the hold up, 
proceeded to do a three point turn in 
the middle of the road, narrowly miss¬ 
ing a van whilst reversing. It was ludi¬ 
crous and extremely dangerous. 

I offer two possible solutions which 


could be operated during busy times 
before coach companies ban their ve¬ 
hicles from coming to Lyme due to the 
traffic hazards. Firstly, stop all coaches 
from entering Lyme from Charmouth 
Road; drop passengers off at the park 
and ride which could then ferry them 
into town. If the coach companies 
charge an additional sum, anything up 
from £2 to £5 per head, it would cover 
the cost and make the park and ride 
commercially viable. 

Another option may be to close Cobb 
Gate car park to private vehicles en¬ 
abling coaches to drop off passengers 
and have sufficient room to turn 
around. This would, of course, reduce 
the income from parking, but the alter¬ 
native may be to face an even larger re¬ 
duction to the economy from reduced 
tourism if the coaches simply stop 
coming. 

An additional advantage with either 
of these schemes would be that Broad 
Street itself would be free of coaches 
enabling ease of flow for the remainder 
of the town traffic. 

It really is time that a permanent, safe 
and satisfactory solution is found 
which is acceptable to both the town 
and commercial operators - we do not 
want the death of a visitor on our hands 
before someone finally says enough is 
enough and acts.

A slur on the generations of local people 


I REFER to the report in last week’s View 
From Lyme Regis (July 6th) regarding the 
latest council meeting where the Strategy & 
Finance Committee finally approved a grant 
of £100,000 over four years to Lyme Regis 
Football Club. 

It appears from the report that the debate 
was anything but amicable with two partic¬ 
ular councillors objecting. 

Having read their comments, I find them 
not only distasteful, but a slur on the gen¬ 
erosity and particularly the integrity of gen¬ 
erations of Lyme people. 

I was born and bred in Lyme and lived 
there until I got married at 22 years old and 
set up home in Bridport, where I still reside. 

I played for Lyme Regis Football Club 
youth team from the age of 12 and the senior 
sides from 13 until I retired at 29.1 was club 
captain for several years and both of my 
brothers, Robert, who also captained the 
team as well, and Keith, played for the club. 
My father Gordon was on the committee and 
chairman for a number of years. 

I was also a leading member of the ill- 
fated bid to build a sports ground at Straw¬ 
berry Fields in which the club raised 
£90,000 in a year to cover the cost of sup¬ 
porting plans to develop the facility. I con¬ 
tinue to take an interest and am in touch with 
many of the committee and supporters. 

I first wish to take task with Councillor 
Jeff Scowen who has just been elected. He 
thought the amount was: “Way over the top 
when we think of what we give to other or¬ 
ganisations, and I can’t understand why we 
have given so much.” 

If he had done his homework he would 
have found that the Seasiders are one of the 
fabrics of the town, having been established 
in 1885; 131 years ago; and that over the 
decades the club has been a focal point for 
so many local families going back genera¬ 
tions who have given their time and money 
to make the club one of the most respected 


clubs in the region. 

Indeed, back in 1935 my father, together 
with a number of local craftsmen, built the 
stand at the old Sidmouth Road ground. It 
was club members and supporters that 
turned a waste piece of land formerly the 
rubbish tip into one of the best football sur¬ 
faces in the area at a cost of £100k over the 
past 40 years, and it was players and sup¬ 
porters who with a loan of £70k free of 
charges from local businessmen, extended 
and transformed the clubhouse into dressing 
rooms and a social area that are the envy of 
clubs playing at a much higher level of foot¬ 
ball. 

All the money was paid back 
without any problems. 

I note there is no mention of pay¬ 
ments to The Hub, in the main run 
by people who did not originate in 
the town, who have received as 
much if not more. If I recall these 
were passed with little objection, 
so what’s the problem here? 

Of course, the council has to pro¬ 
tect its interests, but the suggestion 
appears to be that because they are 
a football club, they are underhand 
and untrustworthy. How dare you 
cast aspersion on the people of 
Lyme Regis? 

What right have you to make 
such statements? Well “Mad Jeff’ 

(your nickname I understand), I 
shall read with interest what 
schemes you will be backing. 

My second quibble is with Coun¬ 
cillor Cheryl Reynolds, who like 
me is born in the town; we went to 
school together. 

I’m surprised she has objected to 
the funding considering her hus¬ 
band played for the club, as did her 
brothers, and so she will be aware 
of the families and kind of people 


that have driven the club forward. 

I’m intrigued also to note that she claims 
there are schemes around the town which I 
presume she is inferring council money has 
been wasted or squandered, although she is 
reluctant to name them. 

Come on Cheryl, I know you have always 
been one to put your head above the parapet 
and have your say, so name them. Do they 
involve people who would be involved with 
this scheme, or is there some other reason 
for keeping schtum?

Holmbush recycling banks to be scrapped 



RECYCLING banks at Holmbush car 
park in Lyme Regis are to be removed 
as the Dorset waste Partnership"ratio- 
nalises" sites across the county from 
the end of this month. 

Recycling banks across the county 
for glass, plastic bottles, cans, paper 
and cardboard will be removed fol¬ 
lowing a 77 per cent decline in their 
use since 2011. 

Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) say 
the banks have become increasingly 
expensive to maintain and largely re¬ 
dundant since the 'Recycle for Dorset' 
kerbside service has been rolled out 
to all residents. 

DWP Joint Committee members re¬ 
cently agreed to remove the banks 
from the 21 sites around the county 
that still have them in place. By re¬ 
moving these containers, which will 
save £90,000 each year. 

The DWP will continue to provide 
banks at existing locations, subject to 
landowners' agreement, for the fol¬ 


lowing materials that can't currently 
be recycled using the kerbside serv¬ 
ice: foil, cartons, textiles and small 
waste electrical equipment. 

The DWP has arranged with its con¬ 
tractors to begin removing banks for 
glass, plastic bottles, cans, paper and 
cardboard from July 25th, with a 
deadline for completion on August 
28th. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, chair¬ 
man of the DWP Joint Committee, 
said: "With kerbside collections now 
available to all Dorset residents, we 
can stop duplicating services we con¬ 
veniently provide at the kerbside and 
household recycling centres. We can 
also prevent potential fly-tipping and 
misuse by commercial traders, and 
overall save money for our partner 
councils. 

"Any residents who currently use 
these bring banks can maximise use 
of their kerbside 'Recycle for Dorset' 
service, take their items to a house¬ 


hold recycling centre, or 
contact the DWP to dis¬ 
cuss additional capacity 
and ways to manage 
their excess waste." 

In order to ensure that 
residents are given suffi¬ 
cient notice, the DWP 
has been placing signs 
on every bank that is 
due to be removed and 
has informed district, 
town and parish coun¬ 
cils. 

Residents can con¬ 
tinue to recycle glass, plastic bottles, 
cans, paper and cardboard using the 
'Recycle for Dorset' kerbside collec¬ 
tion service. They can also recycle 
these materials seven days a week at 
all the DWP's household recycling 
centres across the county. 

Anyone with concerns about recy¬ 
cling their excess material should con¬ 
tact the DWP's Education Team via the 


Dorset ForYou website.These officers 
are able to assist with requests for ad¬ 
ditional recycling capacity and can 
offer advice on how to reduce and 
manage waste. 

Privately maintained bring banks - 
such as those run by supermarkets - 
are unaffected by this activity. Resi¬ 
dents can find a list of alternate recy¬ 
cling sites on the website 
www.recyclenow.com/local-recycling

Thorncombe Battle of Bands 
Winners take the double! 



THE STAGE was set, the lighting rig fired up and 
in the quiet little Dorset village of Thorncombe, 
something magical was about to happen! One 
by one, ten local bands from three counties 
(Somerset, Devon and Dorset) took to the stage 
to entertain the crowds at the annual beer and 
cider festival at the Sports & Social Club. After a 
highly charged night of amazingly good music, 
the judges deliberated before choosing four to 
go to Saturdays final showdown. There was a lot 
at stake as not only would the winners get a full 
day in the recording studio with professional 
record producer Phil Nicholas (who has worked 
with such legends as Def Leppard, Billy Ocean and 
Brian Adams) but there were also awards for Best cover, 
best original song and best under 21 's band. 

Senior judge musician and record producer Phil 
Nicholas commented "If I'm being honest, I came here 
expecting good but average local talent. To say I was 
surprised is an understatement! The whole judging 
team and I have been simply blown away by the depth 
and strength of local musicianship. There was not a sin¬ 
gle band that did not deserve to go to the final which 
made our choice really tough!"

Brad Baptist local musician from Lyme and 
member of theTBOB judging panel remarked "So hard 
to judge, because the quality was that good. Brilliantly

Helen said; "The students in their cast roles ex¬ 
plored Tolpuddle village and its unique history.The 
"labourers" stood outside the Methodist chapel, 
"James Hammett" visited his grave, "Rev Warren" 
stood proprietorially in the doorway of St John's 
church, "Thomas Standfield"at his own cottage and 


the six labourers, later martyrs, organised at the 
iconic sycamore tree - where the student cast of 21 
gathered, hands held around the tree to pledge the 
oath, "We raise the watchword liberty, We will, We 
will, We will be free". 

"The cast then moved on to Dorchester Court 
where they visited the cold, unforgiving, holding cells. 
They rehearsed, in situ, the court scene where the six 
labourers were sentenced to transportation for seven 
years to Australia on a trumped up charge of sedition 
for "swearing an oath." 

Graham Padden, playwright of "The Wrong End of 
the World"allowed the students to perform his ver¬ 
sion of the play - first performed at Salisbury Play¬ 
house, and visited rehearsals over two days to offer 
support and advice. 

Helen, with the support of school's performing arts 
team, was pleased to be able to support the students 
to develop their understanding of this important 
piece of social history. 

The production was 
supported by unions 
and organisations across 
the region including 
UNISON, UNITE,Thomp¬ 
son's solicitors, FBU, EQ¬ 
UITY, South West TUC, 
NASUWT and the NUT. 
The union loaned the 
production banners and 
members attended the 
initial production, they 
are now looking forward 
to seeing the students at 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs 
Festival. 

Helen summed up by 
saying; "This has been 
much more than a 
school play. The learn¬ 
ing experience of tak¬ 
ing on such a 
challenging piece, un¬ 
derstanding the Trade 
Union movement and 
the role of modern day 
trade unions - helped 
by a workshop run by 
colleagues from Unison 
South West, has given 
the students a valuable 
insight in to how ex¬ 
traordinary people can 
achieve extraordinary 
things.

WHITLEY, UK: Jaguar Land Rover has demon¬ 
strated a range of innovative research technologies 
that would allow a future autonomous car to drive 
itself over any surface or terrain. 

Jaguar Land Rover's multi-million pound Au¬ 
tonomous all-terrain driving research project aims 
tomake the self-driving car viable in the widest 
range of real life, on- and off-road driving environ¬ 
ments and weather conditions. 

Tony Harper, Head of Research, Jaguar Land 
Rover, said:"Our all-terrain autonomy research isn't 
just about the car driving itself on a motorway or 
in extreme off-road situations. It's about helping 
both the driven and autonomous car make their 
way safely through any terrain or driving situation. 

"We don't want to limit future highly automated 
and fully autonomous technologies to tarmac. 
When the driver turns off the road, we want this 
support and assistance to continue. In the future, if 
you enjoy the benefits of autonomous lane keep¬ 
ing on a motorway at the start of your journey, we 
want to ensure you can use this all the way to your 
destination, even if this is via a rough track or gravel 
road. 

"So whether it's a road under construction with 
cones and a contraflow, a snow-covered road in the 
mountains or a muddy forest track, this advanced 
capability would be available to both the driver 
AND the autonomous car, with the driver able to 
let the car take control if they were unsure how best 
to tackle an obstacle or hazard ahead. We are al¬ 
ready world-leaders in all-terrain technologies: 


these research projects will extend that lead still 
further." 

To enable this level of autonomous all-terrain ca¬ 
pability, Jaguar Land Rover's researchers are devel¬ 
oping next-generation sensing technologies that 
will be the eyes of the future autonomous car. Be¬ 
cause the sensors are always active and can see 
better than the driver, this advanced sensing will 
ultimately give a vehicle the high levels of artificial 
intelligence required for the car to think for itself 
and plan the route it should take, on any surface. 

SURFACE IDENTIFICATION AND 3D PATH SENS¬ 
ING research combines camera, ultrasonic, radar 
and LIDAR sensors to give the car a 360 degree 
view of the world around it, with sensors so ad¬ 
vanced that the car could determine surface char¬ 
acteristics, down to the width of a tyre, even in rain 
and falling snow, to plan its route. 

Tony Harper said: "The key enabler for au¬ 
tonomous driving on any terrain is to give the car 
the ability to sense and predict the 3D path it is 
going to drive through. This means being able to 
scan and analyse both the surface to be driven on, 
as well as any hazards above and to the sides of the 
path ahead. This might include car park barriers, 
tree roots and boulders or overhanging branches, 
as well as the materials and topography to be 
driven on." 

Ultrasonic sensors can identify surface conditions 
by scanning up to five metres ahead of the car, so 
Terrain Response settings could be automatically 
changed before the car drives from tarmac to snow, 


or from grass to sand. This will optimise all-terrain 
performance, without loss of momentum or con¬ 
trol. 

To complete the 3D path, branches overhanging 
a track, or a car park overhead barrier would also 
need to be identified to determine if the route 
ahead is clear. Overhead Clearance Assist uses 
stereo camera technology to scan ahead for over¬ 
head obstructions.The driver programmes the sys¬ 
tem with the vehicle's height, which can include 
roof boxes or bicycles, and the car will warn the 
driver with a simple message in the infotainment 
touchscreen if there is insufficient clearance. 

Sensors could also be used to scan the roughness 
of the road or track ahead and adjust vehicle speed. 
TERRAIN-BASED SPEED ADAPTION (TBSA) uses 
cameras to sense bumpy terrain including uneven 
and undulating surfaces and washboard roads, 
potholes and even standing water. It is then intelli¬ 
gent enough to predict the potential impact of 
these surfaces on the car's ride and automatically 
adjust speed to keep passengers comfortable. 

Another key element of successful all-terrain au¬ 
tonomous driving is the ability for vehicles to com¬ 
municate with each other, especially if they are out 
of sight around a bend or on the other side of an 
off-road obstacle. 

In a world-first off-road demonstration, Jaguar 
Land Rover has connected two Range Rover Sports 
togetherusing innovative DSRC (Dedicated Short 
Range Communications) technology to create an 
Off-Road Connected Convoy.This wireless vehicle- 


to-vehicle (V2V) communications system shares in¬ 
formation including vehicle location, wheel-slip, 
changes to suspension height and wheel articula¬ 
tion, as well as All-Terrain Progress Control (ATPC) 
and Terrain Response settings instantly between 
the two vehicles. 

Tony Harper said:"This V2V communications sys¬ 
tem can seamlessly link a convoy of vehicles in any 
off-road environment. If a vehicle has stopped, 
other vehicles in the convoy will be alerted - if the 


wheels of drop into a hole, or perhaps slip on a diffi¬ 
cult boulder, this information is transmitted to all 
of the other vehicles. In the future, a convoy of au¬ 
tonomous vehicles would use this information to 
automatically adjust their settings or even change 
their route to help them tackle the obstacle. 

"Or for the ultimate safari experience, cars follow¬ 
ing in convoy would be told by the lead car where 
to slow down and stop for their passengers to take 
the best photographs."
